Whisky Trade in Scotland Has In- 


creased Four Times Since Pro- 


hibition Came Upon 


America. 


IjONDON, Nov. 1.—Whisky makers 


In Scotland are working overtime, in 
f.-3tra night shifts, in order to supply 
honor to the dry throat of thirsty 
America. 


It the highlands, the passengers on 


the night expresses flash past great 
lighted 
buildings, from whose tall 


chimneys the smoke belches night- 
long,.where the -whirr of driving belts 
and tie whizz of patent bottle stop- 
pers Is an incessant hum. They aie 
the 
distilleries of Scotland, -where 


liquor is made, on mass production 
principles in order that Mr. Jones of 
New York city or Mr. Biown of De- 
troit may have ifis quart bottle "Old 
Scotch" for the entertainment of him- 
self and his friends. 


Not for years nas the liquor trade 


in Scotland been as prosperous as 
today. Whisky, which can be made at 
say 51.50 a quart, sold in England for 
$2 and smuggled to the United States 
for sale at anything -from $12 to f 14 
per qu\rt, is a gold mine somewhere. 


Whisky Trade Jumps. 


Since 
prohibition in .the United 


States, the whisky trade of Scotland 
has practically quadrupled itself. 


Millions of gallons of yellow Scotch 


•whisky are smuggled yearly into the 
United States' 


For every rum runner that Is cap- 


tured at least' ten arrive 
safely at 


tl«eir destination, landiflg their cargo 
undisturbed, according to statements 
of local agents of the United States 
prohibition forces. 


It is not hard to arrive at the 


amount of liquor thus being brought 


to "dry'1 America. The other day a 
vessel-was takeu by the authorities 
with forty thousand gallons of whisky 
in I i-r hold—consiKncd from Cadiz, 
fioni which port Bin- hud called w,t 
Glasgow. 
She, at that, was only a 


small vessel. Ten others landed their 
cargo unmolested. There's four hun- 
dred thousand gallons. 


Profit Enormous. 


So gieat is the 
profit in Scotch 


whisky that 0116 prominent bootlegger 
openly boasted hfre that he was able, 
with a deposit of ?200,000 placed in a 
London bank, to tuin 
that amount 


inlo $2,300,000 iu the space of three 
months. 


Another bootlegger declared in a 


London hotel, that he has paid out 
as much as $300,000 in one Jay in 
"largesse"—a polue name for graft— 
in order to 
put thiu a deal wh.ch 


netted him the little pocket money 
of $4,000,000. 


Here's how it's done: 
A is a bootlegger and he buys from 


a Scotch firm, or export, ten thousand 
cases of -whisky or one hundred and 
twenty 
thousand 
bottles. 
At two 


dollars a bottle, the wholesale price 
in Scotland, his outlay is obviously 
?240,000. The stuff will sell in Amer- 
ica for 11,440,000, averaging each 
bottle sold at $12. 


Take away from this the cost of 


loading and transporting 'the 
stuff 


across the ocean and there is still 
$1,400,000 left. 
Make a generous 


allowance for "largesse" and the 
million is still there.

The left end cuts across immedi- 


ately into the defensive backfleid. 


The left tackle holds momentarily 


and then goes after a defensive, back. 


The left guard holds a little longer 


and then he too goes after the defen- 
sive back. 
The runner gets such a 


quick start toward the right that there 
is no danger of his being caught from 
the rear. 
The center after passing the ball 


blocks to the right toward the guard. 


The right guard blocks his opponent. 
The right tackle blocks the opposing' 


guard, turning film in. 
» 


The right guard and right tackle are 


usually free to concentrate their ef- 
forts on the defensive guard. He is a 
key man on this play and must be 
kept out. 
The right end blocks the opposing 


tackle, turning him in. 


The No. 2 back takes out the oppos- 


ing end. One of the features of Bes- 
dek's offense was the manner in which 


lie handled the opposing ends. In 1921 
he assigned only one man to eliminate 
the end. It usually takes tw>. 


The No. S back crashes the tackle. 
The No. 1 back leads the runner, 


taking care of the tackle if he has not 
already been smothered, and going on 
to the defensive back if he has. 


The No. 4 back receives the ball 


from the center arid runs as indicated. 


This is a very strong tackle play and 


with the shift it causes the defensive 
line to move out to meet it

A card has been, widely circulated 


by the outs in the pending campaign 
which pretends to show what it costs 
the stale to keep the employes under 
the code traveling on public business.

actually was. All the auto hire of 
every department is charged up, on 
this card, to the code department, and 
there is a 160,000 item of "personal 
escpenses" that is nowhere to be 
found in the records. 


Why do political managers and 


candidates circulate statements like 
these that they know must be un- 
truthful and at the best do not tell all 
the facts? And why do the opposi- 
tion managers so frantically try to 
meet what a little thinking on the 
part of "the voter would show to be a 
political canard?

Describing modern methods of deal* 


ing Witt flood conditions on the Mis- 
sissippi in Harper's Magazine'Charles 
Pierce Burton writes: 
"This brings us to the *boils* with 


which, the great river sometimes is 
afflicted. 
A small stream of water 


from ths river, having been forced 
through the levee, boils up to the sur- 
face back of the embankment. If 
left to itself, the tlmy crevasse would 
undermine the levee, until finally the 
great embankment would cave In and 
the river, rushing through , would 
spread Itself over adjacent lowlands, 
sweeping away crops and buildings, 
and perhaps engulfing whole towns. 
It has been learned that by digging 
out and walling in a 'well' around 
each 'bofl' the dangerous seepage can 
be stopped. The weight of the water 
In the well will be sufficient to stop 
the leak. Such boils were the danger 
signals which enabled workers during 
the recent May flood to save the 
threatened levees from destruction."
